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A new attack on poverty 
among Spanish surnamed 
Californians and like resi- 
dents of four other southwes- 
tern states was launched in 
Sacramento with signing ofa 
joint working agreement be- 
tween Jobs for Progress, 
Inc., and the California State 
Employment Service. 

Similar under's tandi ngs 
with the appropriate public 
employment service are be- 
ing scheduled in Arizona 
Colorado, New Mexico and 
Texas. 


Purpose of the agreement 
is to avoid duplication of ser- 
vices and combine resour- 
ces to combat under employ- 
ment and unemployment, 
primarily among persons 
with Spanish surnames in 
the five-state area. It is 
this group of citizens, among

Office of Economic Oppor- 
tunity and the Office of Man- 
power, Policy, Evaluation 
and Research of the U.S. De. 
partment of Labor. 


Jobs for Progress is a 
nonprofit corporation spon 
sored by the League of United 
Latin American Citizens, the 
American G. I. Forum, and 
the Community Service Or- 
ganization. It will be these 
latter three organizations 
and those who join them 
which will sponsor Opera. 
tion SER in four California 
communities.~Las Angeles, 
Santa Ana, San Diego and 
the San Francisco-Oakland 
area.

Recreation Program 


From PTA Recrea- 
tion Night, Alta Loma has 
¢ 


£ summer 
recreation program. It took 
four years of planning and 
dedication by the citizens of 
the rural community. And it 
took the building of the Alta 
Loma High Schx« ol} facility t 
spur the program to suc- 
cess, 

Until that time, Alta Loma 
citizens found their recrea- 
Gon in small groups, or fam- 
ilies. When the ALHS PTA 
was organized, one of the 
evening Taeetings was 
Planned at the gymnasium, 
where the parents partici- 
pated in sports and games. 
Someone said, ‘‘Wouldn’t it 
be great if we could do this 
on a planned basis ”’ and the 
project was started. 

Alta Loma Improvement 
Association was the first 
organized 
value of planned recreation 
facilities, It’s primary aim 
was to protect the invest- 
ments of landowners and to 
keep the green, rural at- 
mosphere. The next item in 
favor of the program was 
the designation of the com- 
munity service tax, by state 
law a part of the school 
tax, for recreationimprove- 
ment. In order to secure 
the funds, the Alta Loma 
area must have a legally or- 
ganized group. And _ the 
County Supervisors showed 
them how, 

First came a petition to 
the residents to place on a 
ballot a choice of orgainza- 
tion, In December, 1966, the 
residents voted to become a 
community service area, 
with a board of directors. 
Supervisor Dan Mikesell was 
named representative to the 
County Board of Super- 
visors, The first order of 
business for the new board 
was threefold: How to bud- 
get tax monies, advice on 
zoning ordinances, and a 
guide to recreation. 

Only then was the Depart- 
ment of Parks and Recrea- 
tion created, with Miss Mary 
Pollock, ALHS physical edu. 
cation department chairman, 
director, Funds for the pro- 
gram are allotted from all 
school districts in the Alta 
Loma area, And for the first 
summer, there was an aus- 
tere allotment of $4500. 

Since this was the first 
year, and the allotment was 
small, it was decided to use 
the entire amount for re- 
creation. Long-range plans 
include permanent recrea- 
tion facilities, horse trails, 
year-round activities. Miss 
Pollock hopes to develop

In just three years, the 
waterfront town has under- 
gone an economic revival, 
become a leading tourist at- 
traction and gained the dis- 
tinction of being the first 
community in the world to 
completely embrace the cre- 
dit card age. 

Things haven’t always 
been bright for Port Costa, 
Many people began to fret 
for its future and predict 
its funeral in the early 1930s 
when Northern California 
wheat land was gradually 
converted to orchards and 
vineyards, and the little port 
lost its big hold on the world 
grain market. 

For 30 years after, the 
town sat idly like a tired 
cat slumbering in the sun- 
purring over its productive 
past yet panting about its 
future. 

The port’s population 
dwindled, its huge wheat 
warehouses warped and fell 
apart, its boisterous Irish 
stevedores moved on for lack 
of work, and suddenly the 
town visited by five presi- 
dents of the United States 
was dying. 

But now, the little hamlet 
that was presumed doomed, 
is enjoying an economic 
comeback, PortCostais cat- 
ching the attention of many 
business interests including 
that of the world’s largest 
bank, Bank of America, 
which recently introduced its 
all - purpose credit card 
there. 

In an unprecedented move, 
every merchant in the port 
has agreed to honor Bank- 
Americard, making the town 
the first community in the 
world to fully back a single 
credit card, 

Today, Port Costa is now 
longer a nebulous nook but 
a solid community supported 
by bright expectations and 
budding businesses, 

Its rejuvenation started in 
1963 with the arrival of Bill 
Rich, a 40-year-old native of 
Arkansas with a penchant 
for picturesque places, 

He had first discovered the 
area while stationed at a 
nearby Air Force base, de- 
cided then he wanted topre- 
serve the port’s quaint at- 
mosphere, later bought most 
of -the property in what was 
once the business district 
and launched a rebuilding 
project, 

In the last several years, 
dozens of antique dealers 
have opened new shops on 
Port Costa’s old elm-lined 
sidewalks and tourists are 
beginning to mob the water- 
front colony on weekends and 
holidays, 

With space at a premium, 
most of the port’s 44 small 
businesses operate out of an 
old, remodeled three-story 
warehouse, He growing 
tourist trade is attracted by 
such fancy-named establish- 
ments as the Pic-A-Doozy 
Shop, Lolly’s Folly, Fancy 
That and Serendipity. 

Port Costa isn’t a boom 
town (there’s no land avail- 
able) but it’s bustling and 
stiffly business-minded. 

Rich, a soft-spoken entre- 
preneur with an _ honest 
smile, has big plans for Port 
Costa’s future. He is per- 
sonally restoring the town’s 
only hotel, hopes to turn it 
into a first class resting 
place for weary weekend 
tourists, 

Next, he will organize a 
theatre group and set up 
stage on the surface of a 
nearby lake which he just 
bought, 

Says Port Costa’s Ho- 
norary Mayor. Angelo 
Coppa, who is also a bar- 
ber and maitre d’ for the 
town’s lone restaurant: 
‘*We’re still a quiet water- 
front community but at least 
Port Costa is breathing a- 
gain,’’
